USED 


To find the page where keys, symbols and abbreviations 
are explained, refer to Contents on the front cover. 
There is no need to memorise them, as they are mostly 
self-explanatory. 


TO LOCATE A PLACE, BUILDING OR 
STREET/ROAD 


Names of a place, building or streeUroad are listed 
alphabetically in their respective Indexes. Each name is 
followed by a Grid Reference and the Japanese name or 
translation. Most places and buildings are. prefixed by a 
Building/Place Number for easy identification. The same 
number appears on the relevant area map. 


GRID SYSTEM 
Each map is divided into square grids. The horizontal 
grids are in numerical order — 1, 2, 3, etc. The vertical 





grids are in alphabetical order — A, B, C, etc. Each area 
map has different numbers and alphabets — so when 
you read a Grid Reference (such as A1, DD30), you can 
easily identify which map to look at. Find any place on its 
own area map by first locating its grid, according to the 
letters and numbers printed along the map's edges. 
Then use the Building/Place Reference Number to 
locate the exact position of the building or place. 
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INDEXES 


There are different indexes for different types of 
buildings or places. They are as follows:- 

1. Department Stores: Major department stores are 
shown. 2. Shopping Centres: All major shopping 
centres and buildings that are best known for shopping 
are shown. 3. Commercial Buildings: Generally, these. 
are office buildings, but in cases where there is mixed 
development — i.e. where there are shops, offices and 
apartments — the building will be listed under what it is 
most commonly known for; if in doubt, check both 
shopping centre and commercial indexes. 4. Hotels: All 
major hotels are included. 5. Places of Interest: All 
places of interest are included. These are further 
subdivided ^ into: Sightseeing Attractions; 
Entertainment Complexes; Historical Buildings & 
Monuments; Modern Landmarks; Parks & Gardens; 
Local Food Centres; Sports & Recreation Facilities; 
and Tourist Information Centres: 6. Places of 
Worship: Muslim mosques, Chinese temples, Hindu 
temples and Christian churches are listed. Many are of 
cultural or historical interest. 7. Post Offices: Some 
Post Offices are shown. You may also send your mail 
through your hotel reception at the same cost. 


LET'S TAKE AN EXAMPLE 


To locate Lot 10: 1. First decide which index it falls 
under. 2. It is known as a shopping centre. To locate 
the page where the Shopping Centre index is, refer to 
the Contents page on the front cover. 3. Turn to the 
Shopping Centre Index. Look under "L" and you will 
find Lot 10 with the Grid Number FF35. The Building 
Reference Number is 12 (orange square). 4. From the 
Contents page you will find that FF35 is on the Jalan 
Sultan Ismail map. 5. Tum to the Jalan Sultan Ismail 
map and follow the 35 column to FF. In that grid, you will 
find the Building Reference Number 12 (orange square) 
and the building Lot 10.
